The designation of the hospital is a 
compliment to the institution and at 
the same time increases the need for 
enlargement of the building, plans for 
which now are being considered by 
the Benevolent Society. 
It is considered likely that all of the 
soldiers of this district requiring med­ 
ical attention, wiB he atut to the local 
hospital. 
Government rates are! paid 
for this hospital care. 
Enlargement Planned 
It was the original intention, when 
the present building was constructed, 
to add two additional wings, and as a 
matter of fact the plans were drawn 
so that the wings could be added as 
economically as possible. 
The hospital has rendered valuable 
service, not only to the Twin Cities, 
but to neighboring 
North 
Alabama 
communities as well. 
The 
present 
available space is not sufficiently large 
to care for all demands on the institu­ 
tion. 
A benefit performance yrity be 
given at the Masonic Theater soon to 
raise funds for aiding the hospital and 
a large attendance is expected. 
The government is very particular in 
its selection of Hospitals and those 
designated are required to be of a high 
standard. 
The local institution was 
found to comply with all of the gov­ 
ernment regulations.
